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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The specification has been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. However, the applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1 -1 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1, 2, 6, 8 and 12, recitation of "capable of renders indefinite to claim 
language because the limitation/function following this term does not need to be 
required in the claim. 
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Correction made to claims 1, 2, 6, 8 and 12 would also alleviate unclearness toward 
relatively dependent claims as well. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



4. For best understood, claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Wacyk (US Pat. 6,340,864). 

Like the claimed invention, Wacyk teaches using a light sensor (30) to detect the 
light emanated from different directions (column 3, line 65 bridging column 4, line 12). 
Line 67 of column 3 clearly states that the emanated light also comes from different light 
sources. In the same light as that of the claimed invention, sensor (30) communicates 
with a control unit (22) by transmitting a signal identifying the direction of a localized 
light source to interface (21). In response, the control unit controls the illumination of 
various light sources (lines 50-63, column 4). As for making the sensor wearable, it is 
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worthy of clarification that since sensor 30 is made of a small semiconductor sensing 
device, it is inherently wearable in the same light that it is portable.
